Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/22/05 have been fully considered and are deemed 
persuasive. Applicant primarily argues that the Noneman reference state that an acknowledgment 
signal informs the source that sufficient capacity exists to support the peak transmission rate and 
this is not the same as information on reception quality being sent back to the source station 
where the base or source station changes the rate based solely on this received information. With 
a priority date going back to 4/17/98, applicant's claim language distinguishes applicant's 
invention from the prior art.
